Alms to Lnnd Passepgers In Omahn
by GO0 and Nreing Them Home
as Lnte ns 1 0'Clock In
the Morming.

Commencing today a new time card will
ko into offect on all the lines of the molor
company. In the preparation of the now
schedule, which provides for an Increased

as practieable, taken into conslderation tho
varied Interests of the different classes of
peaple who travel between Omaha and Coun-
cil Bluffs and has endeavored to so arrange
the traln service as to meet the wants of
all.
